On Wednesday, three Arab children were injured when 
Israeli soldiers opened fire, and one of the youths — an 11- 
year-old boy — underwent surgery and is in critical condition. 

The backdrop to this grim reality is an Israel that calls 
upon the United States to explore such absurdities as “non- 
belligerency” agreements with the Arab states, and an Israel 
that has mobilised the full force of its international propa- 
ganda machinery to block the sale of six cargo planes to 
Egypt. This is what Israel says to the world. 

What it does is completely different, as the picture 
shows. 

Israel is a false nation of confused people living on bor- 
rowed time on a stolen earth. They cannot accept the fact that 
they have set up and maintained one huge military camp of 
a state on a land called Palestine, a land they’ve cleverly 
grabbed by the stealth, of their duplicity and the false security 
Of their ammun ition. 

Challenged now by armies of Palestinian children armed 
with the terrifying power of rocks and fists and a human 
being’s ultimate weapon — the ability to withstand more 
brutality than the enemy dares inflict — the Israelis react 
with the instinctive, reflexive retort of the only thing they 
understand — force. 

Not satisfied with killing the Palestinian leadership, men 
like Ghassan Kanafani, Kamal Nasser, Mohammad Yousef 
Najjar and Kamal Adwan, the Israelis now chase down school- 
children to beat them with clubs and fell them with bullets. 

The Israelis cannot appreciate that all -their guns and 
all their clubs cannot silence the determination of a national- 
ism that will spring up in Palestine like a green plant cracks 
■through the hardest concrete in its unstoppable quest for life. 

The demonstrations on the West Bank will continue until 
Israel shoots and kills every 11-year-old child the Palestinian- 
nation can send forth into the streets, or until the army of 
Arab schoolchildren gets its message through to every Zionist 
in the world and every secretary of state who will send Israel 
the weapons it uses -to maintain its nebulous occupation poli- 
cies in Palestine. 

That message is simply that the land Israel holds and 
covets is a land called Palestine belonging to a people called 
Palestinian Arabs. There can .'only be a Jewish presence in 
Palestine by the grace of the Palestinian people. 

If Israel wishes to buy time by signing agreements to 
send its cargo through the Suez Canal, it is free to indulge 
in any diversionary missions of phantasy it wishes. But if the 
Jewish people of Israel are interested in securing for them- 
selves a future in the Middle East, -they will have this only 
with the consent and the political legitimacy that must come 
from the people they now shoot and beat with truncheons 
— the Arabs of Palestine.

The white paper said almost 
the whole of Britain's military 
strength was devoted to the 
alliance: it provided 70 per 
cent of the immediately avail- 
able naval force and was the 
only European member of the 
Alliance’s integrated command 
which contributed to the nucle- 
ar deterrent.

MOSCOW, March 17 (AFP). — 
Soviet experts currently experi- 
menting with a cardiograph us- 
ing supersonic beams have dis- 
covered about 40 heart disea- 
ses, the Soviet Communist Par- 
ty paper Pravda said today, 
quoted by TASS news agency 

The machine looks\ rather li- 
ke an electronic miscroscope 
and is capable of sending super- 
sonic beams in to the body 
which are 'reflected and trans- 
formed into signals on a televi- 
sion screen, transcribing the 
heart’s movement like an ordi- 
nary cardiograph. 

The new machine is much 
more efficient than normal car- 
diographs, which have only 
discovered about eight heart 
diseases.

Using a biofeedback moni- 
tor, Mrs Sommerville had her 
first baby, Jason, last July 21 
after five hours of labor. She 
had no painkiller, only a tran- 
quillizer at the end. 

“It was like ocean waves,” 
she said. 

The women trained with por- 
table, purse-sized biofeedback 


The average time for the first 
stage of labor was 4.1 hours 
for the 20 biofeedback women 
who previously gave birth, com- 
pared with 6.7 hours for the 
untrained group, Gregg report- 
ed. 

The average time for the fir- 
st stage of labor was 4.9 hours 
for the 10 women having their 
first child, compared with an av- 
erage of 10.5 hours for the un- 
trained control group. 

In the biofeedback group, 55 
per cent of the women did not 
require medication during the 
first part of labor. 

The biofeedback women us- 
ed 920 millig r ams of sedatives 
and 250 mg. of pain killers. The 
untrained group used 2,760 mg. 
of sedatives and 1,190 mg. of 
pain killers. 

“Learning to relax is like le- 
arning any new skill— crawling, 
walking, driving, riding a bicy- 
cle,” Gregg says. “All are lear- 
ned by biofeedback.”
